| YHE Charity of Educating Poor Chil- 
aren, tending not only to the Good of 
Themſelves both in Soul and Body, but 
2 alſo to the Preſervation of Others from 
| thoſe 1 numerous Evils they might be expos'd to,, 
from {ſuch Childrens not being inſtructed in the Du- 
ties of Religion and civil Life: It has been judged 
of the greateſt Conſequence, by Perſons. eminent 
for their Learning and Piety, that Charity-Schools 
fhou'd be erected in theſe Kingdoms; wherein, the 
Children of the Poor, might receive a religious and 
uſeful Education. 

Conſidering alſo, chat there being Laws againſt 
Popiſo Schools in Ireland, the Children of Papiſts

muſt be abandoned to the groſſeſt Ignorance of 
Chriſtian and moral Duties, unleſs ſome Care be 
taken to breed them up in the Knowledge of them; 


and that mild and gentle Methods are in their own 
Nature moſt effectual for the Propagation of Reli- 
gion: It has been thought a farther Reaſon for 


erecting Charity-Schools in this Kingdom, wherein 
the Children of Roman Catholicks, being Inſtruct- 
ed, Cloth'd, and taken Care of, along with our 
own, may be won by our affectionate Endeavours, 
ſo as the whole Nation may become Proteſtant and 
Engliſb, and all ſuch Rebellions as have heretofore 


arifen from the peculiar State o this Kingdom, for 


the future be prevented. 

The Zeal and Succeſs with which theſe Schools 
have been propagated in England, have been very 
extraordinary and- ſurpriſing. In 1708 (not above 


8 Years after the Deſign began to be proſecuted with 


.Vigour) the Number of Charity-Schools amounted 


to 344, wherein were 8264 Children. In 1717, 


theſe Schools were increaſed to 1248, and the 
Children therein to above 27000. This Account 
has been given by the Society in London for pro- 


moting Chriſtian Knowledge ; and from this- great 
Number, which wou'd otherwiſe have been an igno- 


rant and diſſolute Part of the Nation, tis very 
evident, how neceſſary a Demand there was for ſuch 
. a Charity.

Nor has Ireland ( where there is a more deſo- 
late Face of Poverty and want of Education) been 
in all that time, remiſs in promoting ſo excellent a 
Work. It's chief Encouragement has been ſince 
1710, tho ſome of theſe Schools were before E- 
rected among us. The Number of thoſe whereof 
Informations have been already given, amounts to 
about 100, wherein are about 2000 Children: 
Which, for the ſpace of 7 Years, is ſo good a proof 
of the 83 workings of this Charity, that tis 
hop'd, by God's Bleſſing, in a few years more, it may 
proceed ſo far as in ſome degree to anſwer the Na- 
tion's wants in this particular. This Account is here 
given by a Number of worthy Perſons of ſeveral 
Ranks and Diſtinctions both of the Clergy and Laity; 
who, in order to promote Charity-Schools in Places 
hase they are ſtill wanting, and to furniſh the Per- 
ſons that have been, or may be, concerned in their 
Erection and Government, with 8 Inſtructions and 
Regulations relating tene as they would deſire to 
find, have formed themſelves into a like Society in Dub- 
lin with the fore-mention'd in London; and whoſe 
ſincere Endeavours, as they will not be wanting, ſo 
tis hop'd they may become ſucceſsful. 

The firſt thing they offer is an Account of the 
Methods by which Charity-Schools have been, or may 
be Erected, and Governed. This is propos or

As for the Methods of Erecting Charity-Schools, 
they have varied according to the ſeveral Abilities 
and Diſpoſitions of the Perſons, or the circumſtan- 
ces of the Places, by whom, and in which, they have 


been ſer up. And *tis hopꝰd ſome or other of them, 
may be ſucceſsfully practic'd, in moſt Places where 


Charity-Schools are ſtill wanting. 


Some of theſe Schools have been ſet up and En- 
dow'd by the Beneficience of fingle Perſons, both of 
the Clergy and Laity, among us; who have built 
School-Houſes, ſent Poor Children to them to be 


Inſtructed, Cloath'd them, and put them to Trades, 
intirely at their own Expence. 


Others have been Erected by Propoſals from a 


Miniſter to ſome of his Pariſhioners, or the Applica- 


tion of ſome generous Perſons in a Pariſh to their

Miniſter; who agreeing together on the Deſign, hare 
ſet down the Neceſſity and Uſefulneſs thereof upon 
2 Roll of Parchment, * and ſubſcri- Seca Form thereof in 
bed thereto ſuch Sums as each of them *<4ppendix, No. 1. 
have thought fit to pay Yearly (during Pleaſure) 
towards the Charge ; and this Roll being ſhewed to 
others, ſo many have ſubſcrib'd thereto, as that the 
School has ſoon been open'd. 
Wubere Subſcriptious cou'd not be procur'd, or have 

not been ſufficient, Charity-Schools have been ſet up, 
or {upported, ſometimes by Collections after Charity- 
| Sermons ; ſometimes by Allowances out of the Ordi- 
nary Collections and the Offertory in the Church; ſome- 
times by Boxes {et up in Churches or Schools, with 
Inſcriptions over them, for the Support of ſuch a 
Charity-Schools ; and at other Times by applying Part 
of the Oeconomy Money belonging to Chapters. And 
if any other Means can be ſuggeſted by any Perſons 
conducive to their further Promortion, it is humbly 
hop?d there will not be wanting Charitable Dilpo- 
ſitions to concur in them. 

Of this Nature are the following Hints, which 
have been communicated in Proſecution of this 
pious Delign. 

The Firſt ſuppoſes, that the Truſtees of the Linnen 
Manufacture, might be pleas'd to give their uſual 
Encouragements for Erecting Spinning-Schools, -to9 
ſuch Charity- Schools as are, or may be Erected in Pla-

When Charity Schools have by any of 
the foregoing Means been Erected, the firſt 
thing the Perſons concern'd therein have 
done, has been, the chooſing of Truſtees for 
the Management of them, the Methods 
whereof have been various.
